1. Table 2: Location Codes CA35-000A (page 5) and CA36-025A (page 13) are listed for Dioxins & Furans 
analysis. The Division was unable to locate information in the HRR or IASAF’ to support such analysis or 
at these specific locations. Please verify the need and, if appropriate, include a discussion in the narrative. 

2. Beginning with CA37-001B (page 15) the VOC “B” interval is incorrectly shown as 0.0-0.5 feet. Please 
correct globally. 

3. AI1 borings surrounding CA37-002 are to be sampled to a depth of 4.5 feet to address contamination near 
the northeast comer of the MSS, why not this One? 

4. Please explain the rationale for excluding VOCs from the “C” and “D” increments of the northeastern 
borings. 
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
